There has been, much disappointment in the census 


reports from "Wisconsin cities so far. The figures would 
not seem to beat- out the fear that the population was 
moving to urban centers and the rural districts would 
eventually be depopulated. 
In fact the rural sections 


are growing more and the cities less. 
Only one city; 


Madison, has shown, a. considerable'increase in popula- 
tion. There the increase was 13,000. In Sheboysan.it 
was 4,000; Oshkosh, 100; Stevens Point, almost entirely 
a rural trading center, 2,500; Marshfleld, 1,800; Me- 
nasha, a little more than 1,000,-and "Waupaca had a 
growth of exactly 50. • Even Milwaukee was 'disap- 
pointed. "We are soon to know what has happened in 
purely rural communities and we predict there will be 
some surprises as to those sections whjch 10.years ago 
were -wilderness and cutover lands, especially in the 
nelghborhood'of the Chlppewa river valley. The older 
villages and smaller cities dependent on trade from a. 
farming community and not changed by the addition of 
industry, have not and probably will not show a great 
growth. Waupaca is an instance. While it is a better 
business town than it was ten years ago, because the 
automobile has made it nearer to the farmer and he 
can come and go and do business and have whatever 
pleasures it affords, without having to move there with 
his family. Suburban cities and villages show a popu- 
lation increase as may be expected from the greater 
ease with which business is reached, and because of the 
comforts of the residences in the outlying districts.

blacked my face, and started to the fort to see the war 
chief. I met him at the gate, and told him what had 
happened. 
His countenance changred: I could see sor- 


row depicted in it for the death of my people. He tried 
to persuade me that I was mistaken, as he 'could not 
believe that the whites would act so cruelly.' But when 
I convinced him, he told me that those 'cowards who 
had murdered my people should be punished.' 
I told 


him that my people would have revenge—that they 
would not trouble any of his people of the fort, as we 
did not blame him or any of hie soldiers—but that a 
party of my braves would go towards the Wabash to 
avenge the death of their friends and relations. 
The 


next day I took a party of hunters and- killed several 
deer, and left them at the fort gate as I passed." 


Here Gomo ended his story. 
I could relate many 


similar ones that have come within my own knowledge 
and observation; but I dislike to look back and bring 
on sorrow afresh. 
E -will resume my narrative. 


The great chief at St. Louis having sent word for us 


to go down and confirm the treaty of peace, we did not 
hesitate, but started, immediately, that we might smoke 
the peace-pipe with him. 
On bur arrival, we met the 


great chiefs in council. They explained to us the words 
of our Great Father at Washington, accusing us of 
heinous crimes'and divers misdemeanors, particularly 
in not coming down when first invited. We knew very- 
well that our Great Father had' deceived, us, and there- 
by forced us to join the British, and could not believe 
that he had put this speech Into the mouths of these 
chiefs to deliver to us. I was not a civil chief, and con- 
sequently made no reply: but our chiefs told the com- 
missioners that "what they had said was a lie!—that 
our Great Father had sent no such speech, he knowing 
the situation in which we had been placed had been 
caused by him!" The white chiefs appeared very angry" 
it this reply.'and said they "would break off the treaty 
with us, and go to war, as they would not be insulted." 


-Our chiefs had no intention of insulting them, and. 


told them so—"that they merely wished to explain to 
them that they had told a lie, without making- them 
angry; in the same manner that the whites do, when 
they do'hot believe' what "is told them!" 
The council 


then-proceeded, and.the pipe of peace was smoked. 


Here, for the first time, I touched the goose quill to 


the treaty—not knowing, however, that, by that act, I 
consented to give away my villafi'e. 
Had that been 


explained to me, I should have opposed it, and never 
would have signed their treaty; as my recent conduct 
will-clearly prove.1 • 


What do we know of the manner of the laws and 


customs of the white. people? 
They might buy our 


bodies for dissection, and we would touch the goose 
quill to'confirm it, without knowing what we are doingr. 
This was the cose with myself and people in touching 
the goose quill the first time. 
-. - 
We can only jud^e of what is proper and right by 


our standard of right and wrong-, which 'differs widely 
from the whites, If I have been correctly informed 
The whites may do bad all their lives, and then, if thej 
are sorry for It when about to die, all is -well! 
Bu 


with us it is different: we must continue throughout our 
lives to do what we conceive to be good. 
If we have 


corn and meat, and know of a family that have none 
we divide'with them. It we have more blankets than 
sufficient, and others have not enough, we must give, to 
them that want. But I will presently explain our cus 
toms and the manner we live. 
We were friendly treated by the white chiefs, and 


started back to our village on. Rock river. 
Here we 


found that troops had arrived to build a fort at Rock 
Island. 
This, in our opinion, was a contradiction to 


what we had done—"to -prepare for war in time of 
peace." We-did not, however, object to their building 
the fort on the island, but we were very sorry, as this 
was the beat Island on the Mississippi, and had long 
been the resort of our young people during the sum- 
mer 
It was our garden (like the white people have 


near to their big- villages) 
which 
supplied us with 


strawberries, blackberries, gooseberries, plums, apples 
and nuts of different kinds; and its waters supplied us 


Ith fine fish, being Mtuated in the rapids of the river 


In my early life, I V>ent many happy days on this 
island. A good spirit had care of it, who lived in a. cave 
in the rocks immediately under the place where the 
fort now stands, and has often been seen by our people. 
He was white, with large -wings like a swan's, but ten 
limes larger. We were particular not to make much 
noise in that part of the Island which he inhabited, for 
fear of disturbing him. But the noise of the fort has 
since driven him away, and no doubt a bad spirit has 
taken his place! 
Our village waa situate on the north side of Rock 


river, at the foot o£ its rapids, and on the point of land 
between Rock river and the Mississippi. In its front,-a 
prairie extended to the bank of the Mississippi; and in 
our rear, a continued bluff, gently ascending from the 
prairie. On the side of this bluff we had our cornfields, 
sxtendlng about two miles up, running, parallel with the 
Mississippi; where we joined those of the Foxes, whose 
village was on the bank of the Mississippi, opposite the 
lower end of Rock Island, nnd three miles distant from 
Durs. We had about eight hundred acres in cultivation, 
Deluding what we had on the islands of Rock river. 
The land around our village, uncultivated, was covered 
with blue-grass, whiqh made excellent pasture for our 
horses. 
Several fine springs broke out of the bluff, 


near by, from which we were supplied with good water. 
The rapids of Rock river furnished us with an abun- 
dance of excellent fish, and the land, being good, never 
'ailed to produce good crops of corn, beans, pumpkins, 
and squashes. 
We always had plenty—our children 


never cried with hunger, nor our people were never In 
want. Here our village had stood for more than a hun- 
dred years, during all which time we were the undis- 
puted" possessors of the vajley of the Mississippi, from 
;he Ouisconsln to the Portage des Sioux, near the mouth 
of the Missouri, being about seven hundred miles in 
engrth.

on the amount of special work put on 
it, and not entirely the number of 
jewels. 
Jewels in a watch are bearings fc-r 
the shafts of the wheels, precious 
stones being used for this purpose be- 
cause of their extreme hardness. In, 
some watches only the most import- 
ant bearings are jewels, but higher 
priced models are usually full jew- 
eled—that is, all the bearings are 
tiny garnets, rubies, sapphires, 
or 


diamonds.

What ot the Jewels? 


This part of' the mecanism is im- 


portant, but no more so than some 
other parts. 
"A well made 17 jewel watch can 
keep better time than a .23 jewel 
one." Mr. Beal says, "but most of the 
23 jewel watches made in the United 
States receive more attention by the 
manufacturer than 17 jewel watches. 
In fact, the only watches that re- 
ceive the attention necessary to make 
them really accurate timepieces are 
the large-sized watches usually sold 
as railroad watches!.

"The accuracy of which a -watch 
is capable depends to a. large extent 
on the assembling of the parts. -The 
balance -wheel must •' be 
carefully 
poised, for example, and the hair- 
spring accurately shaped to- a certain 
ideal. It is difficult to make a small 
watch so carefully, but it can be 
done, and a small-sized-man's watch 
that will keep, good time'., can 
be 
bought."

"•• Many Watches Tested 
.The business man,-, railroad 
ploye, or any one else .who wants a 
timepiece that he can rely on is ad- 
vised to inquire into" the accuracy of 
the'watch he Is buying, as to its dif- 
ference' of rate in various positions 
and temperatures. 
The Bureau of 
Standards suggests that 
the .pur- 
chaser of ah expensive watch ask the 
salesman if it has passed the govern- 
ment test and obtained a certificate, 
as. many manufacturers and dealers 
send their best watches to the bureau 
to be tested, and sell them with their 
certificates.
